1897, and October, 1898, and by P. L. Ford in the same periodical 
for July, 1897. Professor Bourne's arguments are reprinted in his 
"Essays in historical criticism," New York, 1901, and Mr. Ford's in 
the introduction to his edition of "The Federalist."
